SEVE&TY MILES BV KITE. 

A VlRCIMtAK'fl A8T0MSHIN0 FLIOHT AaOVE 

the Clouds Aoross Sevem Hivers 
and two rafioes of the 
allecha»ic8. 

Alpena, West \* ti. , July 2. — Amos 
Even; of this village returned borne yes- 
terday, after one of the most oxciting 
adventures that has ever fallen to any 
man in the United States, if not in the 
world. .For the lant half-dozen years it 
has been the custom in the Burnmer 
months for the boys and men in tUin 
vicinity to amuse themselves by mak- 
ing hue;-! kites of stout oiled paper and 
flying them vith thick cord. A worth 
less our or a cat or two wan iistmllv 
attached to tho tail or "bobs" and 
great was the delight of the inhabit- 
ants when the frightened animal kick- 
ed and squirmed as it mounted into the 
clouds. 

It was determined this year that all 
previous efforts at kite-making should 
be outdone, and three weeks ago work 
was begun on a monster affair. The 
dimensions will give an idea: Extreme 
height, nine feet four inches; width 
across tho top, four feet three inches; 
width across the bottom two feet; ex- 
treme width across the middle, five 
feet mx inches. The framework was 
built of tough hickory, shaved thin 
and stayed with one-eighth inch cop- 
per wire. A double thickness of heavy 
muslin was stretched on each side of 
the frame, and the place for fastening 
the flying-cord was doubly braced with 
yellow pine scantling a quarter-inch 
thick. Into this was screwed a ring- 
bolt, which was clamped on the other 
side with an iron pin. The ring itself 
was five inches in diameter, and capa- 
ble of bearing four or five hundred 
weight. The kite, when completed, 
weighed ninety-six pounds. The tail 
was sixteen-foot rope weighted with 
lead. Instead of the usual flying-cord, 
two hundred yards of closely wound 
manila rope, very light but us strong 
as a doublelink chain, were procured, 
and on Thursday afternoon of last 
week the kite whs pronounced com- 
pleto and ready for a voyage in the 
air. 

Hani Weal herbee was the man who 
first originated the idea, and when 
everything was finished Sam called up 
'he crowd to liquor at Bragg's bar. 

party consisted of Weatherbee, 
Amos Evers, Bill Oaks, m blind Bill 
Oaks as he is better known, Ed, Wal- 
ton and Spence Maynard. They drank 
pretty freely for more than an hour, 
and it was then proposed that a trial 
should be made of the kite, to test its 
powers before the great flying came off 
the next morning. The wind was 
blowing pretty fresh from Smith's 
gorge, and after nno or two unsuccess- 
ful efforts, the huge frame caught the 
wind as three men ran with a rope 
down a steep incline toward Laurel 
Fork. Ooe of them carried the coil of 
rope over his shoulder while the other 
two paid out the line. As the huge 
kite rose in the air it required the ut- 
most strength of all three to hold it, 
and finding this a difficult task, they 
took a half-turn around a tree stump, 
and in that way gradually gave the 
kite more rope, until it was seventy-five 
yards in the air. 

Just then Evers came out of Bragg's 
barroom. He was very drunk, but 
walked a fairly straight line, "There's 
a drink wuitin' fur youse fellers," said 
he, with a hiccough. "Better be glttin' 
in thar to git it, nn' — " Then suddenly 
espying tho kite, and the cord wrapped 
around the stump — "Why, you've got; 
her up, hr.in't yer? des' gimme the end 
o' that rope. I'll hold her while you 
licker." 

JTotbirig loath, the three men assent- 



ed, and after giving the rope another 
than gave up tho slack end to livers 
and went into the bar. No sooner had 
they gone than livers took one turn oft" 
the stump, and the rope began to run 
through and burn his hands. He braced 
himself against a big stono and man- 
aged to get a loop over the stump 
again in such a manner as to form what 
sailors would call ti couple of half-hitch- 
es. This stopped any more rope from 
running out. But Evers believed he 
could better than that. Taking up the 
slack, ho wrapped it around and 
around his body under the armpits, 
and made it fast in front, of his chest 
in three or four tight llut knots. 

"Kern out yore, Sam," he crird. 
".Kern out yere, till I lam ye how to 
fly a kite." 

This is what the party heard in the 
bar room ami they lounged toward the 
door with a laugh. A.s they reached 
the threshhold the laugh turned to a 
cry of amazement and horror. They 
saw Amos livers stoop and push the 
rope off the stump altogether. In an 
other instant theyjsaw him whisked up 
in the air as (bough he bad boon a 
feather instead of a man weighing one 
hundred and forty pounds, He was 
just about heavy enough to make the 
kite maintain its equilibrium. As hi' 
was jerked upwards he gave vent to an 
unearthly veil. Then his companions 
faintly heard him cry, "Help! help! for 
the Lord's sake boys" — but they heard 
no more, for the unfortunate man was 
then nearly a thousand feet above their 
heads. They saw him kick ami strug- 
gle and grasp the rope in front of him. 
Higher and higher he was borne ami 
fainter and fainter became his shrieks. 
In less than five minutes he was a 
mere Btruggliug speck, outlined against 
the blue sky. The kite was still visible, 
and was rising steadily. It must have 
been going at a terrible rate of speed, 
for poor Evers was stringing out be- 
hind like i pennant from the ship's 
mast. In :i few minutes more the out 
lines of his form could no longer tie 
seen, and at the expiration of fifteen | 
minutes from the time the kite was let 
loose ho had passed out of sight, going j 
in an easterly direction toward Rich 
Mountain, :t spur of the Alleghanies. 

On the following morning a party . 
started out in the direction the kite 
had taken. They returned at nightfall 
without any tidings of the man who 
had been so strangely snatched away. 
Two days passed and nothing was 
heard of livers. Three days, four, five, i 
six days, a week, and still nothing. It 
was then generally conceded that the 
man had been lost, and consolation was 
offered to this widow in the shape of a 
small keg of whiskey, a new "sled J 
wagon" and a mule. But yesterday 
morning Amos Evers turned up as | 
large as life. Two gentlemen accom- j 
panied him into the place. He sat j 
down on a cracker barrel in the gro- | 
eery and told his story in a few words, 
and without any effort at self-glorifica- 
tion. 

"After 1 got jerked off ray feet," he 
said, "I didn't know where 1 was for a 
minute, but when that rope begun to 
tighten it knocked all the rum out, o 1 
my head. J guess I hollered some. 
Seems to me I was a mile high aforo L 
tried to do anything. First I thought 
I'd cut the rope, but finding I was lia- 
ble to drop too fur 1 concluded to hang 
on and see ef I couldn't ketch a tree 
top; but I was a heap too high fur 
that. After a while 1 begin to lose my 
breath like an' then I concluded sonie- 
thin* bad to be done, so I begin olimb- 
in' that rope with tho idee of busting a 
hole in the kite. Must a taken mo five 
or six hours to climb twenty yards, 
'cos it was pitch dark, when I feel i 
the kite a wobblin' as though it, had 
lost the "bobs." I wur afraid to go any 
higher fur fear she would drop ton 
suddint, so 1 slides back a little way, 
and then she got stidy agio. Finally 1 
says to myself: "Better die quick and 
bo done with it," and I starts to climb 
agin. The old kite wobbled fearful. I 
felt that I wui a goin 1 down amazin' 
fast. 1 felt myself swish through a big 
cottonwood, but I couldn't get no hand 
hold, so I kep' on olimbin'. The nearer 
I got to the kite the more she wobbled, 
and the moie she wobbled the further 
down she came. After a while she 
turns her tlummix, and I lands all in 
a heap alongside of a little run, in a 
place whar I'd never been before. I wuz 
kind o' foolish, I guess, fur I didn't 
wake up tiil daylight, and didn't know 
what wuz wrong. "I meets lots of peo- 
ple, and these t wo gentlemen take me 
up to their house ami keep me for 
thrue or four days till 1 get, right again 
and, after I gets on my feel, I have to 
stay a couple of days more with some 
other gentlemen, (live us some licker!" 

The place whore Evers lauded after 
his wonderful (light through the air 
was at Mill Brook, Hampshire county, 
about seventy miles as the crow flies 
from Alpena, The gentlemen who first 
discovered him were Henry <!. Bos- 
son and Qcorge Hackett, both of whom 
attest tho finding of livers in an in- 
sensible condition lying beside a huge 
kite. Ho was badly bruised and could 
not speak for several hours after being 
restored to consciousness. They nursed 
him and then agreed to accompany him 
to his home, which they did. livers in 
his terrible journoy crossed seven rivers 
and two ranges of the Alleghany 
Mountains. Ho was suspended in the 
air at least seven hours. — A r , Y, Shu,. 



THE WAR OFFICE. 

1 Serious Charges of Fraud Made nv the 
Thunderer. 

i London, July 22.— The War Office 
I announces that in consequence of an 
i article published in tho Times of the 
; 19th iust., charging the officials of the 
! ordinance department with corruption, 
Generals Campbell, Reilly and Ander- 
son, successively chiefs of that depart- 
ment for the past 11 years, demanded 
an inquiry before a competent tribunal, 
and that Mr. Campbell-Bannerman, 
War Secretary, refused to grant an in- 
quiry because the charges wero.vague 
and were not supported by any .state- 
ment of facts. "Such a tribunal," the 
secretary says, "must be empowered to 
examine witnesses under oath, ami 
such power can only be granted by a 
Jtoya! Commission by Act of Parlia- 
ment. In order to secure such it com- 
mission, prima facie evidence is neces- 
sary, In r his case none has been ad- 
duced, and, therefore, 1 have no power 
to institute an inquiry. When charges 
are made reflecting on the honor of 
officers and gentlemen belonging to a 
public department, they ought to be 
| supported by definite statements, en- 
abling the test of inquiry to be made. 
Nothing has occurred to weaken my 
belief in the integrity of the officers of 
tho department." 

The Times article referred to in the 
statement of the war office, declared 
! that it had long been manifest that I be 
I War Department was incompetent, 
, and that now it was openly said to be 
corrupt. "The department,*' savn the 
, Times, "is composed of military men 
. without meehanic.il, chemical or metal- 
lurgical knowledge; of men who are 
babies in the hands of their subordin- 
ates, some of whom are shareholders in 
I a private gunnery company. If ling- 
land should become involved in a war 
to-morrow she would be compelled to 
become a suppliant to Krupp to supply 
means of defending her national exist- 
ence. Col. Hope has offered to prove 
wholesale corruption against the de- 
; partment in supplying guns which 
| burst, rifle cartridges which jam, bay 
I one ts which bend, and swords which 
' will not cut. Others have offered to 
! prove fraud and perjury against high 
officials of the department, who are. 
siid to carry on quite a thriving in- 
dustry in buying condemned stores at 
one depot and selling them to another, 
as new stores, ft is a common beliefl 
in garrison towns that nothing is sale • 
able to the war office except by bri 
bery. The action of tho war office in 
refusing to hear evidence is unfair and 
evasive. It is to be hoped that the 
new parliament will extinguish the 
scandal and correct the shameful in- 
efficiency.

TEE LOAN BYLAW. 

In a letter to the Evening Post a corres- 
pondent aigning himself "Ratepayer" 
speaks of the proposed lonu for tho im- 
provement of tho waterworks system as a 
Kcheme of deception, and expresses hiniHolf 
as generally adverse to f.ny progress in this 
direction. The grounds of argument that 
ha takoe appear to be, and wo fancy they 
are, singularly BUortsigUted. In the first 
jilaco he take exception to the statement 
that it will not increase taxation, and plain- 
ly sees impossibility stamped upon the face 
of tho assertion. Before passing to the de- 
sirability of increasing the water supply of 
this city it will bo well to allude to one or 
two facts substantiating the statement that 
increased taxation will not be necessary. 
The waterworks have been a paying invest- 
ment ever since they were inaugurated, and 
tho revenue from this source has not been, 
as it should havo been, kept as a separate 
and distinct fund, but appropriated to vari- 
ous civic purposes, the running expenses of 
tho waterworks only absorbing a small por- 
tion of tho net return. As a mutter of fact, 
any ratepayer would bo sustained at law if 
ho brought an action to compel the corpo- 
ration to refund all moneys received by the 
city on account of the water- 
works and which by being used for 
other purposes (no matter how 
legitimate in themselves) have been mis- 
appropriated. The profits of the water 
works are more than sufficient to provide 
substantial security fur the repayment of 
the loan, and can be, and leguliy should 
be, sot apart aa interest and sinking fund 
for a liability incurred in the extension 
and Improvement of the system, Then, 
again, we may ask how any reasonable 
man, who is a resident of this city, can 
truthfully say that it is well supplied with 
water and well protected from tire \ Does 
Buoh an one assert that residents 
beyond the limits— citizens in everything 
but name—should continue to be deprived 
of the extension of the water service be- 
cause of their happening to live beyond a 
hard and last line— beyond old limits 
which are fast calling for rovioion I Is 
the city, with|an almost inexhaustible vol- 
ume of water at command if facilities are 
furnished, to be deprived of its liberal use 
—to be stinted in their supply to such an 
extent that it has been found neceasary 
to send watohmon round to detect those 
who may dare to use water for gar- 
den purposes except at a speci- 
fied time / Are tho inhabitants 
in what Is still largely a wooden town to 
be at the mercy of a possible break in 
main— to rely upon luck for the possession 
of sufficient wuter at the timo of any seri- 
ous outbreak of fire — simply because of 
the shortsightedness and parsimony of a 
few who fancy they see in the proposed 
■ubatantial, lasting and highly necessry 
improvement the possibility of having to 
pay a few more cents in taxes!— a pros- 
pect of paying a slightly increased rate 
for a greatly increased bonefil! We can- 
not believe that thia sentiment is shared 
by a majority of the ratepayers who also 
remember that the establishment of a 
reservoir is one of tho first requisites to 
an efficient system of drainage. One can 
easily imagine what kind ot folks they 
ure who claim that no matter how urgent 
the need, the fact of a city (or country) 
running into debt is an index to coming 
bankruptcy and disaster. They are the 
same kind who speak of tho red man hav- 
ing boon "robbed of his heritage" by tho 
white man, — they are the kind who say 
"What was good enough fur my father ia 
good enough for me. Let others use the 
latest improved reaper — I am con- 
tent to employ tho aickle." They forget 
that the advance of civilization calls for 
commensurate progrca3 in those who wish 
to enjoy its blessings; and that it was bo- 
cause the Indian failed, through loriK.aspe 
of probation, to turn his "heritage' 1 to 
account, that a more progressive people 
utilized the resources at command and 
won the race. The city is increasing in 
size and requirements, and one of ttiese 
is an efficient and an impartial iujj.dIjj *>j 
water to all itn resident* wkc are willing 
to pay for tin* privilege. With such a 
want so generally folt, the so-called ar- 
gument that it would involve a propor- 
tionate increase of taxation would be no 
argument at all; and though some obtuse 
individuals of penny wise and pound 
foolish policy may oppose the measure, 
by far the larger number of our 
ratepayers wish a plentiful manufacturing 
and household supply, wish to see their 
gardens watered, the streets sprinkled, 
iho gutters purged from all pestilence — 
breeding accumulations, and to enjoy 
that feeling of safety from lire which only 
I ho knowledge that t he most potent means 
for its extinction is plentifully at hand 
can afford. And feeling that they thus 
view the matter we ate confident that tho 
measure will moot with success . 

THE SPREAD 0F8CA RLET FEVER, 

Milk has come to bo recognized as a 
means of contagion in regard to diph- 
theria, and is now, judging from experi- 
ments lately made by tho medical officer 
i if the London local government board, 
suspected of having been it most active 
agent in the promulgation of scarlet fever. 
It haa been known thnt a milk supply has 
often boon succeeded by scarlet fever in 
those to whom it was served, hut tho fact 
that these concerned in thu delivery of 
the fluid having been tho first to develop 
the disease, has diverted enquiry into the 
actual agency of its spread. But almost 
simultaneous outbreaks in different dh - 
triots of London developed tho fact that 
it was connected with a common source 
of milk supply. The dairy from which 
the milk was derived was shown to be in 
excellent sanitary condition, and the med- 
ical man who attended the persons em 
ployed there was able distinctly to nega- 
tive the idea that there hud boon a case

a long period. The conditions wot" atill 
further complicated by the fact that I 10 
aoarlet fever had at that time appeared 
in Ht. John's Wood among the customers 
of a retailor who wus supplied from tho 
tsnie dairy. There had boon strong 
reason to suspect last year that milk 
yielded by a diseased cow had produced 
diphtheria among some of those who 
drank it; and this suspicion, together with 
the othor circumstances of the case, led 
to tho hypothesis that some peculiarity in 
the milk itaolf might have been the cause 
of tho fever outbreaks. The matter had 
early boon roferred for investigation to 
Air. Power, one of the medical Inspectors 
Of the local government board, and ho 
was Bhurtly able, by dint of caroful on- 
qtilry into every detail of the dairy oper- 
ations, to connect the commencement of 
the fever with the ai rival of lour nowly- 
purchnsed cows, and to connect its ulti- 
mate distribution in different distriota with

the places successively occupied by these 
cows in diti'erent sheds, tho supplies from 
which went into tho handa of different 
dealers. Ho also found that the cows in 
question had been suffering from an erup- 
tive disease of the udders, aa well as of 
parts covered with hair, which had spread 
from them to others, but which in moat 
caaBB produced but little apparent illnesa, 
so that they continued to feed satisfactory 
and to give plenty of miik. Tho caso 
against iho cows was at last rondorod suf- 
ficiently strong to induco one of tho milk 
deaiera, among whose customers scarlet 
fever was already prevailing, to return 
the supplies upon the handa of the farmer, 
who ordered tho milk to be thrown away. 
Some poor people living noar tliB farm 
heard that this was to bo done, and they 
succeeded in persuading certain cowmen 
to give them tho condemned milk, so as 
j to prevent what all alike regarded as 
waste. Its consumption in the homes of 
these poor people was followed, a week 
j later, by an outbreak of scarlet fever 
among their children. This outbreak in- 
| vaded some half-dozen families, forming 
! an unknown, but certainly a large, pro- 
| portion of those to whom the milk had 
I been givon, and it attacked no family 
i which had not received any. If this bo 
| indeed the cause of scarlet fever, it oau- 
! not be otherwise than prevalent; and tho 
! history of the recent outbreaks will cer- 
tainly, before long, be repeated in other 
; localities. Tho probability ia that tho 
disease in tho cow, when occurring spon- 
j taneously.is usually of a trivial character, 
and thus liable to be overlooked; for the 
! calves which were directly inoculated 
| with cow virus suffered much less severely 
i than those which were inoculated with 
J cult urea, 

KAllAVA Y UNEASINESS. 

Much uneasiness is manifested by all 
\ the transcontinental lines south nl the 
! boundary at the vigorous bid which the 
! Canadian 1'acific railway is making for 
j through business audthe low. rates at which 
[ it is prepared to carry passengers. There 
1 ia reason to believe that the American 
i railway system haa mot a foe which is de- 
termined to control a share -and a large 
share, too --of the overland traffic, and that 
I the resources at the command of the 
American lines will bo severely taxed to 
keep pace with the new competitor. The 
fact that theOanadian lino in continuous 
from ocean to ocean is the chief point in 
its favor; and there are no feeders to 
maintain, or competing lines to subsidize 
from its earnings. A few days since it 
was announced thai it had been arranged 
to put on a fast limited express train be- 
tween Chicago and San Kranoisco, so as 
to shorten the time between New York 
and San Francisco to live days and live 
hours; but the connecting companies 
have decided that they would make no 
change for tho present, as it would inter- 
fere with their local traffic, and tho busi- 
ness did not warrant, a sppcial train. It 
is a fortunate circumstance for the Cana- 
dian Pacific that they are not hampered 
aB every other transcontinental lino is 
hampered by eastern connections; and 
that when they make changes they have to 
consult only their own and the public 
convenience. 

A BLOW AT INTEMPERANCE. 

At Washington on .Monday Senator Blair 
submitted an amendment to the constitu- 
tion in relation to alcoholic liquors and 
other poisonous beverages, to be submitted 
to the legislatures of tho states for ratifica- 
tion. The amendment provides that from 
and after tho year 1900 the manufacture, 
sale and importation of distilled, alcoholic, 
intoxicating liquors, except for medicinal, 
mechanical, chemical and scientific pur- 
poses, and for use in the arts, shall cease. 
Tho report which accompanied the proposed 
amendment says that the committee does 
not deem it necessary to discuss the evils of 
alcohol, but believes that the people havo 
the right to decide what measures shall bo 
taken for tho regulation or extirpation of 
this traffic. "Why," it asks, "should they 
be denied the opportunity to be heard in 
the only form in which tin y can pass upon 
the question. When any considerable and 
respectable portion of the American people 
desire to plead their cause in the great 
tribunal of sovereigns, who in our country 
decide every question of fundamental issue, 
as the last resort, it is the duty of congress 
to enact the preliminary legislation as is 
hero proposed, so that, under the forms of 
the constitution, they can be hoard on the 
question of its own amendment." 



DISASTER AT PORT ROYAL. 

Fourteen M<*n of I lie British 
Naii-of-War Goshawk 
Drowned. 

Halifax, N. S., duly 19.— Advices 
from Jamaica give particulars of a sad 
disaster which occurred at Port Royal on 
the night of tho 17th hist. It appears 
that nineteen men of her Majesty's ship 
Goshawk wont ashore in tho evening to 
recreation rooms, and while there a storm 
commenced. After waiting for a long 
timo and seeing no possibility of the storm 
abating they determined to go off to the 
ship, and accordingly left at 10 p. in. 
On Hearing the ship their boat was struck 
by a squall, which capsized it, precipitat- 
ing all the occupants into the sea. The 
next morning three of tho sailora were 
found on the bottom of the boat drifting 
toward Port Henderson, and two on one 
of tho Royal naval buoys in Port Royal 
harbor, to which they had swain.

Opposition lo the Western tiinon 
Telegraph Company — A 
Highbinder's Crime. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 28.— A dis- 
patch from New York states that John 
W. Maokay and sovoral of his friends 
whose namoa have not been given, had 
personally undertaken tho construct ion 
of an overland telegraph line in connec- 
tion with tho Canadian Pacific railway. 
It is also proposed, aa atatcd, to bui'nl a 
lino from New Westminster to San Fran- 
cisco in tho hopo of securing a share of 
the California business. Rranch lines are 
also as stated to bo constructed to differ- 
ent points in Canada and Kaatern points. 
Tho length of these branch lines and con- 
nections will alone aggrogate over 400' I 
mileB, not including the distance traver 
sed by the Canadian Paoitic line. The 
work of construction will, it is said, oc- 
cupy only six months, but thia statement 
is looked on as a mistake, aa the const ruc- 
tion of a line from San Francisco to New 
Westminster alone would undor the most 
favorablo circumstances occupy over two 
yeara.

London, July 19. — Joseph Arch, 
who was lately defeated by Lord Ben- 
tinck, returned to London yesterday. 
He was asked how the defeat of 
the only agricultural laborer 
that over sal in the British Parlia- 
ment would affect the vote and feelings 
of the laborers. Air. Arch said: "I am 
disgusted with the conduct of the 
Tories and the indifference of the Lib- 
orals. Aly election was lost through 
Liberal apathy, electioneering lies and 
corruption. Tho Tories naiil I robbed 
the laborers' union and left my wife 
and six children starving at home. 
They appealed to petty jealousies by 
picturing me with my hands in ray 
pockets, smoking a cigar, with the 
inscription "This is where your two 
pence go." The district was deluged be- 
fore tho election with sixpenny teas 
with tickets sold for threepence. I heur 
that £300 worth of blankets were 
given away by the ladies of tho Prim- 
rose league as charity." "After six 
months work," he continued, "1 am 
not five shillings better off, and have 
got. no thanks. I can't, go anywhere 
without, tho farmers damning tne. I 
shall keep out of the den of lions, and 
bears hereafter and devote myself to 
local work and show tho laborers that 
they must have Irish aid if they ex- 
pect to pass Radical legislation, and 
must, support, Irish home rule if they 
expect to get English home rule."

EGYPT. 

Caiho, July *8. — Wassif Bey, who hns' 
arrived here from tho Soudan, reports that 
Khartoum has boon razed by tho rebels. 
He believes tho force marching to re-estab- 
lish the khedive's authority would now 
meet with u welcome rather than with re- 
sistance. 

AFRICA. 

Bkhlin, {July 28. — Hen- Schwartz has 
boen. compelled to terminate his explora- 
tions in the Oameroons country, owing to 
the hostility of the natives. He has, how- 
ovor, concluded treaties with several pow- 
erful chiefs, giving Germany authority to 
establish a protectorate over the part of 
the country governed by them. 

ITA LY. 

Bomb, July 28 .-Reports from the cholera 
infected provinces for 24 hours ended at 
o'clock last evening are as follows: Trevis, 
43 new cases and 21 deaths; Padua, 19 new 
eaHflH and -I deaths; Veuice, 'Jii new oases 
and s deaths. 

HOLLAND. 

Amsterdam, July 28. — Further attempts 
at rioting were made last night, but the 
police succeeded in dispersing the mob be- 
fore any serious disturbances had taken 
place. The total casualties resulting from 
the outbreak are twenty-five kille.l and niiio- 
ty wounded. 

Fifty persons have been arrested, includ- 
ing Mrs. Eshordy, the president of the wo- 
men's socialist society. Only one police- 
man was mortally wounded. A public fund 
has been opened for the benefit of the in- 
jured officer. Newspapers here applaud 
the police for their bravery and prompt 
action, and severely condemn the rioter?. 

IRELAND. 
Dublin, July 38.— At a meeting of the 
national league held here yesterday .ToBeph 
Biggar, M. P., made a speech, iu which he 
said there was no reason to feel despondent 
over anything the conservatives might at- 
tempt. The Pamellites, he said, had al- 
ready unmade two governments, and it wiih 
not unlikely they would unmake a third, 
lie hoped in any ease that they would never 
assist Chamberlain, whom he characterized 
as the most dishonest politician of the 



EASTERN STATES. 
PrrrsBURo, Pa., July 26.— The damage 
by this morning's storm will probably roach 
|2SO,000, The storm is the uioBt severe 
known for many years. Prom almost every 
town along Iho river reports are coming in 
of great damage. Houses were Uooded t und 
struck by lightning, crops were destroyed 
and trees and fences washed away. Almost 
every railroad entering the city suffered 
from land slides and washouts. Whole 
Ileitis of wheat and corn havo been de- 
stroyed, and at one point near Evans City, 
a strip of woodland seventy-five yards wide 
by three quartern of a mile long was levelled 
by tho tornado. At Pirn! Creek, along 
Butcher's Itnu, and in the Sewiekly valley, 
the water flooded the houses, and many 
families were forced to ilee to escape drown- 
ing. 

New York, July 28. -Brodie, who jumped 
froui the Brooklyn bridge, was arraigned at 
the Tombs to-day to answer to the charge 
of attempted suicide. He was accompanied 
by his friend, Timothy Bronuau, who was 
aiso charged with beingaocessory before and 
after the fact. The court held Brodie in 
$500 bail for examination ou Sattirduy 
next. 

Ohioaoo, July '20.— Fully 2000 sympa- 
thizers of the eight anarchists being tried 
before Judge Cray assembled in tho West 
Twelfth street Turner hall to-night. It 
waa tho first "red Bag" meeting since thai 
memorable night of May 4th, and there 
was considerable anxiety around police 
headquarters. Tho entire force waa held 
in readiness to answer any call. A good 
number of officers wore in attendance at 
the meeting. Capt. O'Donnell was pre- 
sent and had about forty uniformed pol- 
icemen inside and outside the hall, he- 
aides as many detectives in citizen's dross, 
but the meeting was peaceable and the 
proceedings regular. A. O. Bishoff pre- 
sided, Speeches were mado by A. B. 
Simpson, Ernest Schmidt and Dr. Geo, 
Schilling, all socialists or anarchists of 
long standing. Tho remarki of each were 
eridontly tempered with due rogard for 
the police that wore present, uud wore 
pretty strictly restricted to tho sot objects 
of the meeting, which are Bummed up in 
the series of resolutions which were after- 
wards carried with a whoop. These re- 
solutions charge that the press has, since 
the 4th , with absolute unanimity, clam- 
ored for the conviction and execution of 
tho eight anarchists on trial, although 
they have not yet been heard in thuir 
own defence. The resolutions further 
charge that the press has not failly and 
fully published tho evidence thus far ad- 
duced in tho trial, particularly the cross- 
examination »f the witnesses cillod by 
thu prosecution. I n conclusion, tho r» - 
solutions recommend that tho organized 
workers of Chicago follow in tho foot- 
steps of the Central Labor Union of New 
York, which is entering the arana of poli- 
tical action for tho purpose of counteract - 
ing the repressive legislation that the cop 
itahatio class will no doubt attempt to 
railroad through our representative liod-

Arrival «►(" Lieut. Colonel 
O'Brien Last Night— Survey 
ol Esquimau Harbor lo 
t»«* Commenced iu 
Once. 

Lieut. -Colonel O'Brien and three non- 
commissioned officers nf the Royal engi- 
neers arrived here lust night from Hali- 
fax, N . S), by way of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway. They have come for the 
purpose of Hin-voying tisquimalt harbor, 
as well as other points on tho coast, with 
the view of selecting suitable sites for 
fnrts. When built they will he usoil aa 
naval stationa and military depots for im- 
perial troops, since the Canadian Pacific 
railway is regarded as the great highway 
in futuro for military transit to India and 
China. Surveys and propositions have 
been marie before, but now something de- 
finite must bo done. Since there is a 
Russian fort opposite, the homo govern- 
ment regards the fortification of 
the British possessions on the Pacific 
coast as an absolute necessity. Colonel 
O'Brien believes we have a great future be- 
fore as, and an our trade with other nations 
must naturally develop rapidly, it is deemed 
advisable that all proper precautious should 
taken to eusnro the national safety. As 
Boon an the survey in ootnpleted the erec- 
tion of tlio fortifienlioiis will be at once pro- 
ceeded with, half a million dollars having 
been voted luBt session. The imperial yov- 
ernment will supply the armament and 
instructors and the Dominion government 
the garrison. Some twenty-three submarine 
miners — "torpedo-men, " they are teoni- 
cally culled — will bo transferred from Hali- 
fax to Esquimalt, until such time as tiioir 
services as instructors can be dispensed 
with. Colonel O'Brien will remain here 
until the survey is completed.

Juneau, Alaska, July 21. 
Times are very brisk here at present. 
Mr. Johnson has commenced to build a 
wagon road from Juneau to the mines in 
Silver Bow Basin, a distance of three miles, 
and bo has also purchased some very gootl 
mines in the Basin, and has leased Mr. 
Webster's ten stamp quartz mill, and is 
milling some very rich rock. He expects 
to have his own ten stamp quartz mill lin- 
ished and running in about thirty days. 
There has been no news us yet from Yukon 
but wo are daily expecting some. Arch- 
bishop Beghers of Victoria has started for 
tho Vukon with four clergymen to establish 
some missions in tho different Indian vil- 
liges in the interior. Ho will be absent 
about eighteeu months. Tunes are very 
lively on Douglas Island. Tho Treadwell 
mill is and has been running night and day 
at its full capacity, and ships ninety-three 
thousand dollars, for this month's work. 
Some capitalists arrived hereby the steam- 
ship Ancou from Boston, and 
they an- negotiating for some 
mines joining the Treadwell, with 
tho view of putting up another largo 120- 
stamp mill. There is no doubt but by 
this time next year there will be not less 
than six large quartz mills on Douglass 
island, and all doing well. Tho Ancon 
arrived here two days ago with ouo of the 
largest and most delighted excursion par- 
ties that ever came to the territory. They 
had delightful weather the entire trip, 
and they aro off now to tho glaciers on a 
grant! picnic, and will return in a few 
duys. At Sitka business is improving 
very much; work is being pushed ahuad 
on the mines very rapidly and thoy are 
getting out some good ore. The U S. 
steamship Pinta has returned from Yoku- 
tat bay where she liuded Lieut. Schwatka 
and parly who are going to heaven from 
Mount St. lOlias. They were all in good 
health and good spirits and sure of suc- 
cess. Tho salmon run in Alaska has been 
a failure this year. The Indian trader at 
New Chuck by the name of Holt, was 
sh"t and killed by an Indian on Copper 
river while on his way up the river on a 
trading tour. There are no particulars as 
to how it occurred.

to all citizens. 

Couti. Vigeliua said he did not favor 
borrowing money, but where it was nec- 
eaaary ho did not object. He thought 
the hall committee had not done its duty. 
Ho was satisliod to leave the matter in 
the hands of the people. 

Coun. Gumbor said ho believed in the 
htitjit of Sorrowing money when he found 
it would pay. This council had done bet- 
tor on the streets than any former coun- 
cil and he did not believe in the rcmarka 
made about patching.
